modifier adapted to maintain a pH on the printable porous substrate between 8.8 
and 9.1, from 0.5% to 1% by weight of a thickening additive adapted to provide a 
viscosity ranging from about 50 cps to about 1000 cps, from 0.5% to 5% by 
weight of an electrolyte, from 0.05% to 0.5% by weight of a surfactant, and water.
